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AGAINST EQU ALIZING BOUNTIES. 


T is now about time for Congress to drop the sub- 
ject of “‘ equalizing’ bounties. For two years it 
has been thoroughly discussed ; last Autumn it wa‘ 
worried to pieces; in the past week no less than three 
Wills for that purpose were introduced ; during the 
present, another instalment of “ memorials” has 
been offered: when the bills and memorials will have 
an end no one knows. Probably, however, so long as 
interests are to be served thereby, the topic will get 
well aired. 

We protest against this whole business. In so pro- 
testing, we shall hardly be accused of want of sympa- 
thy forthe Army. As the representative of the ser- 
vice, we have always kept a jealous guard over its 
interests, and have been prompt to suggest to Con- 
gress many schemes for its welfare, as the record will 
show. But we cannot regard this measure as worthy 
of any countenance whatever. 

The principle of giving State bounties was wrong at 
the start, and has been wrong all the way through. 
It appealed to wrong motives, it created a palpable 
injustice, and it made hurtful distinctions between dif- 
ferent branches and parts of the service. This very 
spawn of relief bills is one of its latest bad fruits. 
To equalize the bounties is only a legalizing and per- 
petuation of a bad principle, and the setting up, by 
definite public recognition, of an evil precedent for 
the future. The system has done hurt enough al- 
ready. 

Besides, the claim of equity on which it purports to 
be based is unfounded. It is alleged that the soldiers 
who fought without State bounties were as serviceable 
to the country as those who received them ; that they 
therefore deserve reward as well; and that Congress 
must make up the deficiency. To state the argument 
is to expose its palpable shallowness, so far as the plea 
of justice is concerned, and as to that of generosity, 
it is quite another matter, as we shall presently show. 
Additional force is sought for the argument from the 
fact that a part of the benefit of the bounty is sought 
for soldiers of 1861 and 1862, who fought gallantly 

h the war, while, in other States, men enlisted 
at the close of the war got enormous bounties. This 
logic was met in Scripture long ago in the case of the 
men who came in at the ‘‘eleventh hour,” while 
others had borne the heat and burden of the day. 

So far as generosity is concerned, it is pretty clear 
that very little of the projected relief will ever get 
into the pockets of the people for whom it is de- 
signed. The great body of it will be absorbed by the 
slaim-agents and land- sharks, who have been for a 

time buying up rights for this purpose. It may 

said that the soldiers have already been so much 
ted by this sale of claims that it is fair to re- 
Munerate the buyers. We ‘‘do not see” this. The 
gentry in question have never been distinguished for 
*xeess of philanthropy toward the soldiers. They 
Went into this thing with an eye to business, and the

It is true that efforts will doubtless be made to cir- 
cumvent the claim-agents by proper clauses in the 
bill. In last year’s bill for the equalization of boun- 
ties, it was provided that any soldier who had ‘“‘ bar- 
“‘ tered, sold, assigned, transferred, loaned, exchanged 
or given away ” his final discharge papers or any in- 
terest in the bounty, should lose his right to the ben- 
efits of the bill. He was also compelled to take oath 
that such was not the case, under the “‘ pains and 
** penalties of perjury.’’ But it is difficult to weave 
the meshes of the law so fine that these gentlemen 
will not slip through it. 

Even if the money all went where it is designed to 
go, the individual relief it would. give would be slight, 
while the burden it would impose on the already 
crouching and staggering country would be enormous. 
So stupendous a project as this one of swooping 
$400,000,000 out of the Treasury vaults, if it were 
there to take, is alarming. But when we come to con- 
sider the size of the National debt, it is worth while 
to pause before acting. The soldiers to whom it is 
proposed to give this money never dreamed of receiv- 
ing it. To say that they would not ask for it is of 
course another thing. If a man can get several hun- 
dred dollars by memorializing, he may be very glad to 
memorialize as often as required. Still, every duty 
was performed, and every plan of life arranged, with- 
out any expectation of such Congressional action as is 
now proposed. Nor is the bounty proposition to be 
put un the same footing as pension bills, relief for the 
wounded, increase of pay in the Army, rewards for 
special gallantry, and the like. 


We believe that the best of our Volunteer soldiers 
are not so anxious to receive this bounty as is repre- 
sented. Applied to to sign a memorial, they might 
not hesitate to do so; but, when informed of the vast 
depletion the scheme would make in the National 
Treasury, their better judgment would convince them 
of the improbability of carrying out the scheme, and 
make them content at its defeat. The reckless and 
improvident will hang on in expectation of the result, 
making it an excuse for idleness. The latter are just 
the men whom the project would not benefit, as they 
would squander it at once; the prudent and steady 
citizens, to whom it would do the most good, have 
put no hopes in the project, and hence will not be 
hurt by its rejection. We are assured, by a contem- 
porary, that, when General SCHENCK, in the last Con- 
gress, said that he thought the bounty bill he was 
then engineering, and which proposed to take $400,- 
000,000 out of the Treasury, ‘‘ would do to begin on,”’ 
General BANKS responded that he did not care 
whether it took $400,000,000 or $800,000,000—he 
was for opening the doors and telling the soldiers to 
help themselves. We do not believe the Volunteer 
soldiery of the country, as a whole, will endorse this 
sentiment. At best, the scheme is robbing Peter to 
pay Paul. 

As the bounty bill now stands, the fight over it is 
mainly sectional, the Western States favoring it, while 
the Eastern and Middle States oppose it. We care 
nothing at all, however, for the geographical aspect 
of the dispute. The Western States never gave any 
bounty, and we honor them for that course; we ap- 





plaud above all the patriotism of the giant West, 
which made ‘tempting men by bounties to serve the

ain entirely needless. We have no sympathy 
with the disposition to break down this honorable 
record. If there is surplus land to be given to troops, 
let the terms, perhaps, on which the soldiers were en- 
listed, be considered in its distribution. Or, in the 
pensioning of Volunteers, or any other legitimate and 
expedient method of rewarding valor, let the same 
facts be weighed. But of equalizing bounties, we 
hope to hear no more. * 


Tue gala-summer of France is at hand, and ina 
few weeks the Paris Exhibition will be thrown open 
to all the world. Never in the history of mankind 
has an industrial fair become of such international 
importance; never has one received equal fostering 
from any government, never, accordingly, has any 
been of such political significance. In his set speech, 
a year ago to-day, on the French Exhibition, General 
BANKS borrowed from the historians of the Middle 
Ages sundry philosophic reflections, interesting and 
to some extent accurate. ‘‘ Whenever,” said he, 
‘the people have had wrongs to redress or rights to 
“assert, their only means of appealing to public 
‘opinion and sympathy, except by violence, have 
‘been through the exhibition of the fruits of their 
‘industry. Thus it has been in Poland, Hungary, 
‘* Franoe, or England.’’ The precise logical connec- 
tion between these well-known popular fairs of 
European history and the French Exhibition just 
opening, is rather difficult to trace. If General 
Banks imagines the French people or any others 
have wrongs to redress or rights to assert by a display 
in the Champ de Mars of the fruits of their industry, 
he is expecting rather more than aes rest of mankind 
hope for. 

Nevertheless, it is impossible to escape the convio- 
tion that the Summer of 1867 will mark a grand 
epoch not only in Parisian life and French history, 
but in the annals of civilization. None of the fairs 
preceding, in London, Paris and New York, can com- 
pare in significance, as doubtless they cannot in splen- 
dor, with this. Never before was the sovereign 
power of any country so thoroughly enlisted in a like 
enterprise. The anxiety of NAPOLEON, the whilom 
arbiter of Europe, to keep the peace till the Exhibi- 
tion should be over, shows the value he attached to 
it. Wecan all remember how, a twelvemonth ago, 
it was predicted on all Shands that the Exhibition 
would save France a war. 

We may conclude, therefore, that Naporxon III, 
long before the war, determined to make the Paris 
Fair of 1867 a splendid feature in his reign; that his 
false steps in Central Europe and in Mexico during 
the last year will redouble his exertions for its: suc- 
cess; that he will seek national and personal prestige 
in it, and will aim to recall thereby to France the world’s 
attention, which has been straying of late to Prassia, 
Italy, America and other growing Powers. In this 
light, the great Exhibition now opening promises to 
be one of the weighty political and international 
events of the year; its industrial features will not be 
its only, perhaps not even its chief features. Believ- 
ing that ‘‘ peace has her victories,” the French Em- 
peror seeks to snatch fresh glory from the arts of 
cGvilisationn 0-8

Having been educated as a soldier, and served for the 
past twenty years in the Army, I am much better qualified 
to continue my duties as a citizen of the United States in 
that department of the Government than in any other. 

Brever Major-General Rosrnson, commanding Depart- 
ment of the South, has issued the following order : 

Whipping or maiming of the person, as a punishment 
for any crime, misdemeanor, or offence, bei : now pro- 
hibited by the laws of the United States, all officers of the 
Army or Freedmen’s Bureau on duty in this department 
are hereby directed to prevent the infliction of such pun- 
ishment by any authority whatever. 

Tus control of Freedmen’s Affairs for the counties of 
Fairfax and Alexandria, Virginia, has been transferred

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MILITARY PO THE. UNITED STATES. 

A soox on the above subject has recently been published 
in Paris, written by Vigo Roussillon, an officer of the Le- 
gion of Honor. The object of the work appears to be to 
furnish the French Government with facts relating to the 
military and*financial resources of this country, and there- 
by to throw additional light upon the military system pro- 
posed in France. 

The work in question is being published from the Im- 
perial printing establishment at Paris, and would therefore 
appear to be written in compliance with the Emperor's 
wishes. It is very evident that the United States, with its 
military force and power of bringing together great armies 
of citizen soldiery for the protection of the nation, has 
given rise to more discussions in France than the Prussian 
Landwehr system. The book treats of the method of re- 
cruiting, the means of transportation of men and munitions, 
the raising of finances for the support of so gigantic a 
struggle, the hospital arrangements and sanitary commis- 
sion, the commissariat and military organization, the rail- 
road system and use of rivers and inland waters as means 
of war, and finally, the wonderful disbanding and dispers- 
ing of the mighty hosts which had been summoned into 
the field. The author evinces a remarkably clear concep- 
tion of the subject of which he treats, which is especially 
noteworthy in a European who has never visited America. 


In the preface he says: 

The remarkable circumstances out of which this war was 
created, the extent of the theatre of operations, the nature 
of the means of communication, the employment, for the 
first time, of certain results of modern sciences in their ap- 
plication to military operations ; of the great size of the 
contending armies; the enormous expenses sustained on 
either side, all tend to give to the American war a charac- 
ter peculiarly its own, while, at the same time, it is possible 
to show from that example the most serviceable facts for 
the direction of future wars. 

In studying the American contest in a strategic and ad- 
ministrative point of view, it seems to me that a resumé of 
these events must interest two distinct classes of readers— 
the soldier and the statesman. 

The Americans experimented upon a grand scale with a 
variety of European inventions, which, until then, had 
been mere theories, and which needed the condition of ac- 
tual war to prove their efficiency. To these they added 
other inventions of their own, such as turreted ships, re- 
volving fire-arms, certain classes of ambulances, etc. ; and 
it is natural that military men of all nations should wish 
to understand these experiments, the better to judge of the 
results obtained ; and finally, to appreciate the innovations 
introduced into the organization of armies. 

For the great mass of readers the question is more gen- 
eral, for it affects the future even more than the past. After 
having undergone the most terrible trials, the American 
Union is to-day practically reconstructed. A country, of 
which the population and riches increase with unheard of 
rapidity, has suddenly grown into a maritime and conti- 
nental power of the first order. 

What perils may not arise in the future for the peace 
and happiness of the world from the development of a mili- 
tary power which has already become so great ? 


M. Roussillon’s sympathies are clearly with the cause of 
the Union, and his work contains many important deduc- 
tions and profound reflections. In his closing chapter the 
author says : 

I have at length reached the close of this long study. I 
know not what impression it may have left upon the 
reader; perhaps I ought to givemyown. After having 
examined a large collection of documents, and compared 
them in order to avoid errors and exaggerations, and after 
having conscientiously sought after the truth, it appears to 
me that the American war presents a grand spectacle and 
teaches important lessons. 

A great people, animated by a sincere political as well 
asa — = faith, have engaged in a tremendous struggle, 
above for their national preservation, but also for a 
humane and generous cause—the abolition of slavery. Both 
of these results have been obtained. It would undoubtedly 
have been preferable for all concerned, and especially for 
the freedmen, to have attained this end progressively, with- 
out disturbance and by peaceable means, upon the condi- 
tion of reasonable indemnities to their late proprietors. 
We have seen serfdom recently abolished on this basis in 
Russia. 

But human passions excited by the interests of ambition, 
political power and wealth, could not wait. The struggle 
commenced, the first blow was struck by a bold minority, 
who voluntarily threw themselves into a state of insurrec- 
tion. From that moment neither party thought of any- 
thing but the success of their cause. The war was bloody. 
It extended over an immense extent of territory, and 
brought into use powerful means of destruction, such as 
had never until then been used. 

Iam aware that it is possible to cite, in the history of 
that war, military blunders and political errors; that the 
organization of armies never reached the point of perfec- 
tion ; that great battles were fought without definite results, 
and that the advantages to be obtained from them were 
often neglected. Mush blood was shed that might have 
been spared. 

Those immense expenditures which se astonish us, and 
which were borne by both sides with a stoical firmness, 
might have been greatly reduced. But, after all, despite 
the imperfections of detail, the main object of the war was 
pursued with the most remarkable perseverance ; the gen- 
eral plan of operations was gradually carried out, and, 
after four years of sanguinary war, the nation is to-day 
united and pacified, and, despite a very considerable debt, 
stronger than ever. Indeed, this internal war which for 
so long a time divided the members of the Government, 


has ceased. That insurrection of which Southern o, 
made a perpetual menace, frightening even Grane 
sible people, is suppressed, and could not possibly be wat on 
A population of 6,000,000 planters, enriched and ved, 
by the labor of 4,000,000 slaves, was able to arm Lie 
men; but out of that number 660,000 men are either 00 
ally dead or placed hors de combat. With the domaine’ 
slavery the wealth of that population received its 
blow. The South is not only vanquished and exha 
but ruined; it can never again become dangerous. areal 
the other hand, there exist throughout the United Stace 
1,500,000 men who have become habituated to the Use 
arms and have had experience in war. Officers of ‘a 
grades have been formed upon the field of battle, and all 
Officers ard soldiers have carried with them into the 
suits of civil life the fullest confidence in the positive nit, 
tary strength of the nation. ; 
In thirty years, as President Johnson has observed, and 
certainly at the end of the present century, the national 
debt, however heavy, will have been paid off ; and im 
migration, no longer in fear of the competition of slave 
labor, will have re-established agriculture and created in 
dusuy in the South, f 
e evils of our times, and the cruel massacres whi 
we have witnessed, will then prove to have been oe 
benefits, if the Almighty above all shall continue to pro- 
tect the great American Republic, preserve it from that 
pride which leads to unjust provocations, the abuse of 
strength, and which may prove the ruin of democracies ag 
well as absolute monarchies. 


After a careful inquiry into the merits of the respective 
military organizations of the United States and France, 
the author decides in favor of that of his own country, and 
continues : 


The form now adopted by the Americans is exactly that 
of France at the close of the reign of Louis XIV, and 
under Louis XV. The militia regiments created by the 
ordinance of 1688, reorganized in 1726 and 1743, were com. 
posed, like the American regiments, of a single battalion, 
coramanded by a lientenant-colonel, and afterward by a 
colonel and a major, and “ aide major.” ee 
We see, then, but little to borrow from the Americans in 
these respects; on the contrary, if they decide to increase 
their standing army, their military power will gain many 
advantages by copying from us. What we might envy 
them, perhaps, would be their respect for regulations and 
discipline. We do not deny that in order to attain exagcti- 
tude, our own military management has been overloaded 
with minutia and detailed writings, and that in campaigns, 
the greatest possible simplicity in such matters is to be de- 
sired. But we still believe that those delays which signal- 
ized the Eastern war would have been unknown had every 
one, from the Administration Board down to the sergeants, 
seen that the regulations were rigidly observed, and un- 
derstood their true importance. In France, and particularly 
in the army, we have a decided repugnance to admini 
tive forms, which always seem to incommode us; while 
our population, rather agricultural than manufacturing, 
have never fully comprehended the utility of accounts. It 
results that we commence a campaign intent only upon 
fighting, disburdening ourselves as far as possible of any 
accountability here below. ‘ It will not suf- 
fice to simplify our system of military account keeping— 
there remains much more to be done. It is of the utmost 
importance that we should be inspired with that distin- 
guishing trait of the Anglo-Saxon race—the sense of duty, 
and a profound respect for discipline.

His estates were of course en- 
tailed, but his private property—those jewels among the 
rest—passed into the hands of his creditors, and by them 
ortheir trustees have been sold to Mr. Boore of 54 Strand, 
where they are now on view previous to being broken up 
snd sold separately, at so much per carat, according to the 
value of the gem. Their arrival and intended sale in this 
country have created a sort of panic in the diamond mar- 
tet, where the prices have lately ruled extraordinarily 
high, and this sudden consignment of jewels, containing 
nore than fifty thousand brilliants—many of immense 
ralue, to say nothing of the emeralds, rubies, topazes and 
peatia—has of course had a certain effect upon present 
prices. The most conspicious and the most valuable among 
all these splendid ornaments is the diamond aigrette, or 
plume of diamonds, which in place of ordinary feathers 
Prince Nicholas used to wear in his Hussar cap. This is 
uid to be the largest diamond ornamentin the world. The 
plumes contain nearly five thousand brilliants, which weigh 
m the aggregate a pound and a half. The height of the 
whole ornament is sixteen inches, and its width ten inches, 
every part being built up of clear set diamonds of the 
purest color. With this round the Hussar cap, is worn a 
loop and tassel of rows of pearls and brilliants, and the 
tasel and pendants contain some stones of great price. 
The diamond-mounted sword and scabbard are quite in 
keeping with the head-dress, and are of brilliants of the 
rarest kind. The short belt, howevever, which is meant to 
hang from the shoulder to the waist, is, perhaps, the most 
valuable of all. It is a mere band of the finest diamonds 
and pearls, one stone at the top being estimated at the value 
ot £20,000, and one at the bottom at £12,000. With these, 
among snuff-boxes and single diamonds, are shown the late 
Prince’s orders. 

The gradual progress of the taste for jewelry can be 
easily traced in these latter. There are no less than six 
orders of the Golden Fleece. The first is the ordinary 
order, in itself sufficiently magnificent, but from this larger

Gunezrat Orders No. 25, Headquarters Department of 
Missouri, contains so many points of interest to the service 
at large that we publish it entire:

Infantry, is Presi- 
dent, was arraigned and tried :

Specification 2d.—In this, that he, Second Lieutenant John P. 
Walker, Twenty-second U. 8. Infantry, did, in the billiard-room at 
the sutler’s store, without provocation, make use of insulting and 
abusive language to First Lieutenant G. W. Graham, Tenth U. 8. 
Cavalry, calling him a ‘“*God damned nigger son of a bitch,’’ or 
something to that effect, and did, at the same time, attempt to assault 
the said Lieutenant Graham, and did afterward continue to address 
grossly abusive and insulting language to the said Lieutenant Gra- 
ham. Thison or about the night of the 16th of January, 1867, at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. 

Specification 3d.—In this, that he, Second Lieutenant John P. 
Walker, Twenty-second U.S. Infantry, did, after the occurrences 
recited in the preceding specification, again, without provocation, ad- 
dress grossly insulting and abusive language to, or toward, the said 
Lieutenent Graham, and did, with violence, assault him, and having 
been separated from the said Lieutenant Graham, by officers and 
others present, did repeatedly renew, or try to renew, the assault; 
all this without provocation, and in a manner unbecoming an officer 
andagentleman. Thison or about the night of the 16th of January, 
1867, at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. 

CuarcE 2p—Disobedience of the orders of his superior officer. 

Specification.—In this, that he, Second Lieutenant John P. Walker, 
Twenty-second U. 8. Infantry, having engaged in a quarrel, or fray, 
in the billiard-room at the sutler’s store, and having in consequence 
been repeatedly ordered by his superior officer, Captain and Brevet 
Brigadier-General W. H. Penrose, Third U. 8. Infantry, being in 
the execution of his office, to desist from said quarrel, or fray, and 
to remain quiet, did disobey, and persist in disobeying said order. 
This on or about the night of the 16th of January, 1867, at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas. 

CuarcEe 3p—Violation of the twenty-seventh Article of War. 

Specification.—In this, that he, Second Lieutenant John P. Walker, 
Twenty-second U. 8. Infantry, having engaged in a quarrel, or fray, 
in the billiard-room at the sutler’s store, and having in consequence 
been ordered by his superior officer, Captain and Brevet Brigadier; 
General W. H. Penrose, Third U. 8. Infantry, to his quarters, in ar- 
rest, did refuse to obey said order, and did say to the said General 
Penrose, in reply, ‘*‘ What the hell have you todo with me? I’ll be 
damned if I do,” or words to that effect. This on or about the night 
of the 16th of January, 1867, at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. 

Cnarcr 4tH—Drunkenness, to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline. _ 

Specification.—In this, that he, Second Lieutenant John P. Walk- 
er, Twenty-second U. 8S. Infantry, did enter the billiard-room at the 
sutler’s store, in the presence of officers and citizens, while in a state 
of intoxication. This on or about the night of the 16th of January, 
1867, at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. 


To which charges and specifications the accused pleaded 
as follows: 

To the first specification of the first charge, the accused 
pleads in bar of trial as follows: that the specification, if 
proved, will not sustain the charge, and therefore prays the 
Court to reject it for defect in being laid under that charge. 
It is questionable whether a quarrel with a citizen can at 
any time be regarded as a military offence, for it is certain 
that if it result in injury to the citizen he has prompt rem- 
edy in the civilcourts; but if it be allowed that in the 
present instance a military offence was committed, it seems 
certain that the facts set forth in this specification, since 
they allege no conduct affecting the honor of the accused, 
can only sustain a charge laid under the ninty-ninth Article 
of War. It will be noticed that the specification does not 
state that the accused, at any time, during the progress of 
the alleged quarrel with Uriah Graff, a citizen employed 
“in the Quartermaster’s Department,” behaved himself in 
@ manner unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, hence 
the gist of the offence must be supposed to lie in his having 
quarreled with a citizen employed in the Quartermaster's 
Department. As this is an incident likely to arise at almost 
any time in the experience of almost every officer of the 
service, thrown into contact with men not subject to dis- 
cipline, it would be a most dangerous admission to concede 
that such an act constituted a dishonorable or infamous 
offence. 

To sustain this plea, the accused refers to the decisions of 
the Judge-Advocate-General. See Holt’s Digest, page 44, 
Chave, Art. I. 

The Court being cleared, after mature deliberation, sus- 
tained the plea of the accused, and rejected the first specifi- 
cation of the first charge. 

To the second specification of the first charge, the ac- 
cused pleads in bar of trial upon the specification, a want 
of specification as to matter which is of prejudice to the 
rights of the accused, and therefore prays the Court to re- 
ject it as defective. The specification alleges that the ac- 
cused called First Lieutenant G. W. Graham, Tenth U. S. 
Cavalry, a “‘ God damned nigger son of a bitch,” or some- 
thing to that effect. Now, there is nothing to that effect ex- 
cept the creature described in those words. Other words may 
be used to describe the same creature, and hence it is ad- 
missible in specifications to use the phrase “ or words to 
that effect,” which leaves the accused certain as to what is 
to be proved against him; butadmitting the term “ some- 
thing to that effect,” where there is nohting else to that effect, 
is opening the door to any epithet which may be imagined 
and which the accused cannot anticipate ; and further, it is 
alleged that the accused “ did afterward continue to address 
grossly abusive and insulting language to the said Lien- 
tenant Graham.” This is manifestly inadmissible, since it 
leaves the accused no knowledge of the language he is ex-

‘Lhe authorities are so clear that the Judge-Advocate has a 
right to alter and amend the charges previous to arraign- 
ment, so as to make them, in his opinion, technically cor- 
rect, either with or without reference to the authority or- 
dering the Court, that it seems unnecessary to pursue the 
subject further than to refer to the decisions supporting 
this opinion.

In reference to the remarks made by the Court, concern- 
ing the refusal of the commander of the Post of Fort 
Leavenworth, who was also temporarily commanding the

be paid in the same manner as is provided in this section for the pay- 
ment to persons disabled by long service in the Navy ; but no allow- 
ance so made shall exceed the rate of a pension for full disability 
corresponding to the grade of the applicant, nor, if in addition to a 
pension, exceed one-fourth the rate of such pension.

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THE BRITISH IRON-CLAD LORD CLYDE. 
Tux following interesting statement of the chief charac-

g the two years that ela between the designing 
of the Royal Oak class and that of the Lord Clyde consider- 
able progress had been made with guns, and the French 
had also begun to clothe their ships with armor of in- 
creased thickness. It became necessary, therefore, when 
Parliament sanctioned the construction of additional ships 
of this deseription, to provide for some increase in the 
thickness of their armor and in the size of the guns to be 
carried. The Controller of the Navy was also anxious to 
secure for these ships an increased depth of armor below 
the water line, especially at the bow and stern, and also an 
increased height of armor above the water line, with the 
battery higher out of the water, and this without mate- 
rially increasing either the length or the draught of water 
of the ship or decreasing her speed. The accomplishment 
of all these important objects was obviously no easy task, 
and it is not surprising that they were, in the first instance, 

anced impracticable. The Duke of Somerset and the 
Controller were resolved, however, to secure these advan- 
tages for the new ships, if possible, and they called upon 
the present Chief Constructor of the Navy, Mr. E. J. Reed, 
to undertake the duty of designing the ships. This Mr. 
Reed, not having then received his present appointment, 
for some time declined todo, but his objections to the work 
having been removed, the Lord Clyde and Lord Warden were 
built from the designs he pre; . 

Her water-line streaks of armor-plating are five and a 
half inches thick; the entire battery deck from stem to 
stern, and from three feet below to three feet above the 
ports, is plated with six-inch armor, worked in two thick- 
nesses, one thickness of one and a half inches being bolted 
directly to the frame timbers of the ship, and the other, of 
four and a half inches, being worked as usual upon the 
outaide of the planking. The armor is carried to a depth 
of six feet below the load water-line amidships, and is no- 
where less than four and a half feet, at the ends of the ship. 
The gunports are eight feet nine inches above the water, 
which is more than one foot in excess‘of the preceding class 
of iron-clads—the Ocean class—and at least two feet six 
inches higher than La Gioire’s. In addition to these im-

i The Lord Clyde bas also been provided with an armor- 
Geioned battery on the main deck, which no previously 

1d iron-clad of our navy possessed ; and more than 
this still, the armor-plating from this bow main deck bat- 
tery is carried upward and over an upper deck bow bat- 
tery mounted under the ship’s roomy forecastle. With 
this arrangement she hss the power of engaging an enemy’s 
ship or fortress with no less than four guns firing right 
ahead, herself exposing jg the enemy’s fire only the con- 
tracted and curved su of her bow armor.

1t will be seen from these figures that the length of the 
Lord Clyde only exceeds that of the Caledonia by seven feet, 
while both the former’s breadth and tonnage are somewhat 
less than the latter, notwithstanding the enormous weight 
of armor carried by her. Again, this gain has not been 
secured by increasing the ship’s draught of water, for 
when the Caledonia was equipped for sea she had a mean 
draught of water of twenty-five feet six inches, while the 
Lord Clyde, under the same circumstances, drew twenty- 
five feet two and a half inches, or a mean of three and a 


The | half inches less than the Caledonia, although the latter was 


carrying vastly lighter weights. It is also worthy of note 
that the Lord Clyde should have beaten the Caledonia very 
decidedly in speed st sea when with the Channel fleet by 
taking second place in the race from Bantry Bay; the 
Achilles, on that occasion, taking the first honors. 

Giving the Lord Clyde's form of construction impartial 
consideration, it certainly appears evident that the means 
by which success has been achieved by her in weight-carry- 
ing power, in speed, and in seaworthiness, is owing, firstly, 
to an increased flatness of floor as compared with the Ca/e- 
donia and Ocean class; and, secondly, to the adaptation of 
the much-discussed U-form of bow, which lengthens out 
the buoyant portion of the ship, and adds largely to the 
displacement, without in any degree impairing the fineness 
of the bow-lines when associated with a ‘‘ ram’’ stem. 

The construction of the engines for the Lord Clyde was 
intrusted to Messrs. Ravenhill, Hodgson & Co., by the Ad- 
miralty in 1864, at the same time that those for the Belle- 
rophon and Lord Warden were intrusted to Messrs. Penn & 
Messrs. Maudslay. All three pairs were to be of the nom- 
inal power of 1,000 horses, but, agreeably to the require- 
ments of the then new specifications for engines fitted with 
surface condensers, they were to be capable of indicating 
at least six times their nominal power—viz., 6,000 horses, 
and the Lord Clyde is the second of these vessels that has 
been tried in Stokes-bay. The cylinders of her engines 
are of a very large diameter, for the purpose of using the 
steam expansively, being 116 inches, and have a length of 
stroke of four feet. They are enveloped with steam, a 
large casing or jacket being cast al. round each of the 
working cylinders, and, in addition to the ordinary five- 
ported slide valves, are fitted with gridiron slide valves 
worked by separate eccentrics and gear so arranged that 
the steam can be cut off at any portion of the stroke of the 
pistons, from one-tenth to four-tenths of the whole length. 
The surface condensers are fitted on Hall’s system, with 
vertical tubes, the end of every tube having a small stuff- 
ing box and packing gland, both in the top and bottom 
tube plate of the condensers. The condensing water is 
circulated by means of two centrifugal pumps, one to each 
condenser, which are worked by a pair of independent 
donkey engines. In addition to ordinary startigg gear, 
small steam cylinders are fitted to facilitate the handling 
of the very large slide valves this size of engine necessarily 
requires The boilers are tubular, having brass tubes two 
and a half inches in diameter, and containing an aggre- 
gate heating surface of 19,000 square feet, witha grate 
surface of 700 square feet. ‘Chore are nine boilers, arranged 
in two groups, one of four pieces and the other of five, 
each group having its own independent chimney. At the 
base of these latter are fitted the superheaters, so arranged 
that they can he readily shut off when necessary. ‘I'he 
propeller isan ordinary Griffith's, two bladed, twenty- 
three feet in diameter, with the blades set at a pitch of 
twenty-three feet six inches. 

The Lord Cyde weighed from Spithead about noon 
on Saturday, and after having catted and stowed her 
anchor, and been made ready in other necessary prepara- 
tions, commenced her day’s trial with six runs over the 
measured mile with full boiler power, drawing twenty- 
three feet of water forward and twenty-seven feet aft. The 
wind was from the northwest, at a force of about 5, full 
on the ship’s port fore rigging in making her runs to the 
westward, Nos. 1, 3 and 5; and on the starboard quarter 
inruns 2,4 and 6,in returning to the eastward. ‘The 
tide at the commencement had just turned to the west- 
ward, at about three-quarters of a knot rate. The wind 
continued fully at a force of from 4 to 5 throughout 
the trial, with occasionally stronger gusts, but the ship 
went on her runs over the mile with her topgallant yards 
aloft and all sails bent, and with 520 tons of coal in her 
bunkers.

MR. FOX TO MR. SEWARD. 


Wasuinoton, D. C. February 25, 1867. 

Sir :—On the 30th of September last I submitted to you 
s hasty narrative of the reception which I met with in 
Russia while executing your instructionsin delivering per- 
wnally to the sovereign of that country the resolution of 

expressive of the feelings of the people of the 
United States in reference to his providential escape from 
the hand of an assassin. I have recorded in that narrative 
the remarks of the Emperor, and the various demonstra- 
tions of the people, which manifested their gratification at 
the sympathy felt for them by the American people. I 
bave endeavored in this way to comply with the wish often 
repeated to me by his Majesty, to make known to the 
Government and my countrymen the feelings of friendship 
which existed in Russia toward America. Butall that I 
have written myself and all that was written for the press 
by persons far more capable than I feel myself to be to de- 
sribe the manifestations of these feelings fail to convey any 
adequate idea of the enthusiasm which pervades the people 
of Russia toward the United States, and their sincere 
wishes for the continued prosperity and power of our 
country. 

The expression of the sympathy felt by the Emperor for 
this country in its great struggle for national unity, made 
by the Prince Gortschakoff in 1861, when several of the 

powers of Europe were codperating in the effort to 
destroy it and taking measures to profit by its destruction, 
was gratefully appreciated by the Government and people 
of the United States asa timely and effective demonstration 
inour behalf. But it was not until I had traversed so great a 
part of the Russian empire, and witnessed how cordial and 
widespread among all classes in that powerful country 
was the friendship for America, that I appreciated the 
practical importance of the Emperor’s sympathy in its 
bearings upon the course of our great contest, and in its 
influence upon the conduct of other nations toward us. 

The crowds that gathered around us at every social meet- 
ing, singing the plaintive national songs, the flowers pre- 
sented by the hands of beauty and innocence, the numerous 
presents offered upon all suitable occasions, the imperial 
honor granted at Kostroma of casting down their garments 
for us to walk upon, the deep feeling which the great mass 
of the people evinced whenever the name of our country 
was mentioned, and the very many touching incidents 
which such sympathies evoked, were not produced by cu- 
tiosity or instigated by officials. The Russians have been 
familiar with royal embassies from powerful and magnifi- 
cent courts for many centuries. It was aheart impulse of 
the people in favor of our country which occasioned’ these 
extraordinary demonstrations toward the messenger of good 
will, founded on their instinctive knowledge that while 
our countries were widely separated from each other on 
the globe and in forms of government, there was yet a 
community of interest on great points which identified the 
friendships of the people with patriotism itself. 

_ It may serve to illustrate the prevailing feeling respect- 
ing the relations of the two countries to state that I saw at 
the residence of Prince Gortschakoff, in St. Petersburg, a 
beautiful model in steel of one of Ericsson’s Monitors, a 
form of vessel now associated in the popular mind with 
American genius and power, which had been presented to 
the Prince as a grateful recognition of the part he had 
borne as his Majesty’s Minister of Foreign Affairs.

In a letter which our august master addresses to the 
President of the United States, and which I request you to 
transmit to its destination, his Imperial Majesty begs Mr. 
Johnson to convey to Congress the assurance of the senti- 
ments which he has already expressed to Mr. Fox. 

I annex hereto a copy of the Jetter for your informa- 
tion. 

You will also, sir, express yourself to the same effect 
both to the President and to the members of the Federal 
Government, as well as to other influential personages. 

In face of a movement of national sympathy so spontane- 
ous on both sides, the task of the Governments is simply to 
fall in with the current, to promote it, and to direct it in 
actual practice to the good of both countries. 

In this aim we count upon the co operation of the Fed- 
eral Government, as it may count upon ours. 

The Emperor has been most favorably impressed by Mr. 
Fox. The tact with which he has acquitted himself of his 
mission has been higly appreciated in our official circles, as 
well as by the public of all classes with which he has come 
in contact, and he has been ably seconded by the dis- 
tinguished personnel who accompanied him. It would have 
been difficult to commit to better hands the measure of cor- 
dial courtesy prescribed by Congress. 

You are directed to bear witnesses to this sentiment.

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FOREIGN MILITARY AND NAVAL ITEMS. 

Amone many complaints of the late British Admiralty 
that of Captain Sazzarp Oszoane, contains the following : 
“ To-day we stand with an armored broadside fleet, unsea- 
worthy in the main, as foreign cruisers defective and weak 
against the forces of Russia in the Baltic, and America on 
the other side of the Atlantic. We can hardly man our 
petty squadrons of to-day, and our reserve of sailors only 
exists on paper.” 

By order of the King of Prussia, the Army will have to 
go through a course of strict mancuvring the coming 
Semmer. The cavalry distributed over the different gar- 
risons will have to be collected in one place and have ten 
field days together. All the garrison troops, both cavalry 
and infantry, will mancuvre in common the second half of 
Jaly, and spend two nights in the open air. To make up for 
this discipline, there will be no division practice this jear, 
nor will the Landwehr be called out, but the various regi- 
ments‘ are to be careful in drilling the recruits of the year, 
and exercising them in all the requirements of war. 

Tun Departmental officers at Woolwich, whose duties at 
the approach of a new financial year are naturally heavy, 
in preparing and auditing accounts, and making up the 
estimates required for the ensuing season, are more than 
usually engaged in making demands both for Navy and 
Army of renewal of equipments according to improved 
plans. The methods of defending and arming the country 
which only a few years ago were pronounced the most ef- 
fectual of the age have now been totally abolished, and a 
thorough revolution recognized in that branch of the war 
department on which the most material interests of the 
country depend. In the new system which has received the 
sanction and approval of General Psat, is ordered to be in- 
troduced as speedily as the resources of the establishment 
will permit, Patuiser chilled shot and shell, and Fraser 
cheap guns are to replace the Anustaones ; Boxen’s, car- 
tridges and ammunition, and Sy1peRr’s breech-loading rifles 
are being issued with the promised despatch, and wrought- 
_ iron gun carriages, slides and p'atforms for land and sea 
service have been shipped in large quantities. At no time 
since the Russian war, has Woolwich been more actively 
engaged than at present, notwithstanding the numerous 
new resources of improved machinery and mechanism, 
which have advanced with the time. 

Tux Owl, which has returned to its former haunts, under- 
stands that the scheme for reorganization of the British 
Army, now nearly compieted, when announced in the House 
of Commons will be found not to coincide in all particulars 
with the recommendations of the Royal Commission on 
Recruiting. The militia is to be made the foundation of 
the active Army, the men enlisted for twelve years instead 
of ten, as now ; seven years to be spent in the Army avail- 
able for active service, and the remaining five years in the 
militia, under certain advantageous considerations. 

Tuz British Army estimates for the new financial year 
are £14,752,200, and do not touch the scheme for the re- 
organization of the army. There is an increase in the 
sum asked of nearly half a million pounds, though there 
isno increase in regulars, volunteers, or militia. But the 
price of provisions and forage is now unusually high, the 
pumber of enlistments is expected to be greater, and, be- 
side a number of small additions, there is the additional 
day of leap year, which, in such large amounts, makes 
considerable augmentation of the total. The change from 
Azmstrone to Fraser guns will, in the end, effect a con- 
siderable saving, for the latter cost only half as much as 
the former. 

Tux Admiralty management has been the subject of 
severe criticism in the House of Commons, and the First 
Lord was unable to defend the Board against some of the 
charges brought against it. It was proposed to abolish 
the Board and substitute one officer in its place; but this 
did not pess, and finally the resolution condemning the 
present management as inefficient was withdrawn. The 
particular point under discussion was the dock-yards, and 
those of America and France were successively brought up 
in comparison. Mr. Sxaw Leravee gave an account of 
his recent visit to the United States Navy-yards, which he 


maintained were inferior to the English yards in many |. 


points of management and organization, though the cen- 
tral department at Washington seemed to be simpler and 
more efficient than the Admiralty Board of the British 
service. He particularly mentioned our method of keep- 
ing acoounts. The French yards, on the contrary, were 
held to be superior to the English both in economy and 
officiency. 

In debating the Canada bill in the House of Lords, it 
was remarked that the mother country would no longer 
have to bear the almost exclusive burden of defending the 
eclonies, for the inhabitants showed commendable willing- 
ness to bear their share of the duty. In Nova Scotia in 
1868 there were only 60 volunteer artillery, but in 1863 
there were nearly 35,000 men who were regularly drilled, 
and lest year there were 69,000.

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BARRACKS AND QUARTERS. 
T has been a standing complaint of our officers and 
soldiers—we had almost said from time imme- 
morial, for at least the memory of this generation 
runneth not to the contrary—that the quarters and 
barracks furnished to the Army are far inferior to 
what they ought to be. A quarter of a century ago, 
Mr. PotnseEtT, who had been travelling in Europe and 
observing the condition of military affairs there, de- 
clared that ‘‘ our Army is the best paid, the best fed, 
‘the best clothed, and the worst lodged army in 
‘“*Christendom.’’ It may be added that the sugar- 
coating of this pill, or at least the ‘‘ best paid” part 
of it, has been rubbed off since the Rebellion began 
and prices rose. However, sure it is that the just 
complaints against lodging rose long ago in our Army, 
and of this evidence may be seen in the document 
already alluded to—the Secretary of War’s Report 
for 1841. 

Several instances have been brought to our knowl- 
edge in which the quarters assigned to officers were so 
poorly-built, so flimsy, so damp, so close, so cold—or 
whatever else the peculiar objection might be—that it 
was at risk of health, as well as of comfort, that they 
were occupied. We do not, of cvuurse, refer to quarters 
occupied in war-time, or during seasons of active cam- 
paigning, but to those established in permanent 
stations, to garrisoned posts in time of peace. In one 
case, we remember an officer positively refusing to 
occupy the quarters assigned to him; in many cases, 
the quarters were mere huts or hovels. Colonel H. 
L. Scorr tells us, in the Military Dictionary, that 
‘United States troops are generally badly quartered, 
“sometimes in casemates of fortifications, and often 
‘* in cantonments constructed by themselves. Officers’ 
‘‘and soldiers’ quarters should be properly furnished 
‘by the Government; but, in the United States, 
“* officers’ quarters are bare of all conveniences when 
“assigned to them for occupancy.”’ 

Now, turning to General Grant's Report of Novem- 
ber 21, 1866, we find that officer summing up the 
reports of Generals SHERMAN, Popz, INGALLS 
Sackett and Bascock, with regard to the occupation 
of posts, by saying that the troops on the Plains “ are 
** generally badly sheltered.”’ He adds that the labor 
of putting up temporary quarters is performed by 
the troops intending to occupy them, but that ‘‘ more 
** permanent buildings ’’ will have to be erected, which 
will make ‘‘ an expense of material at least.” And he 
asks a special appropriation for that purpose. 

Secretary StanToN, in his last Report, says that 
** measures have been adopted for the purpose of pro. 
“* viding suitable shelter for the troops now stationed 
‘on the Plains, and for those which may be ordered 
* thither, and to prevent suffering during the Winter.’» 
However, the question does not concern the Plains 
alone, but, to adopt the words of General Grant, it 
is because the permanent peace establishment is much 
larger than has been heretofore provided for, that more 
comfortable barracks must be erected by special ap- 
propriation. The Quartermaster-General touches on 
the same point. The Army Memorial presented to 
Congress very justly set forth ghat ‘‘the quarters are 
‘* frequently deficient in extent, unsuitable, uncomfort- 
“able, unhealthy, and, in a large class of cases, on the 
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‘seaboard particularly, 
‘habitation.’ it refers to the ne thee bs human 
the last five years in action with the en ned for 
emmy, ag 
“* rag shelters for regimental officers and soldiers, 
“else the latter bivouacked in the open air, or pate 
‘themselves by their own labor. For fue] they 
“‘ their own wood, or burned the rails of the ~ 
‘Sand all this without expense to the Government ” 
The same document alleges that, since officers 
married soldiers are obliged to furnish their 5 
quarters, ‘‘at least one-third of their pay” j, i. 
sorbed in the cost, direct and indirect, of so doing 4 
consequence of the movements from station to ne 

It seems pretty clear, therefore, that the objections 
raised to barracks and quarters are founded jp fact, 
It is true that the peculiar requirements of American 
service, the growth of the country, and the indisposi. 
tion to lay out large sums on the Army, are the cause 
of much of the inconvenience. Qur frontier ling i. 
always shifting ; our garrisoned posts change in dogrec 
of importance ; new lines and forts are erected; eye, 
the seaboard defences have to be altered and re. 
arranged with the progress of science. These p- 
culiarities partly account for the difference already 
noted between our service and that of European States 
respecting the comforts of lodging furnished to troops. 
Nevertheless, they do not wholly account for the 
difference, because, as will be seen from what has 
already been said, many of the discomforts exist i, 
posts established for half acentury. And as, through 
the half century, the complaints have been sounded, 
it is fair to suppose there has been time for reform, if 
reform were resolved upon. We are justified, there. 
fore, in calling attention to the subject, with the view 
of getting real improvements made. [fin some posts 
none are needed, in others they are imperative. 

A humorous letter in the JOURNAL, last August, 
put one special phase of the subject in a vivid light, 
The writer contrasts ‘‘ love in a cottage’’ with love in 
acasemate. It isan appeal to the Quartermaster's 
Department for better quarters ‘‘on behalf of the 
** Army ladies ’’—a protest against their living in “a 
‘* cavern where the dripping of the salt moisture takes 
‘* the crimp out of the hair,’’ where the ‘‘ warm lover” 
becomes only a ‘‘damp husband,’’ and wardrobes are 
ruined by the mould of quarters that ‘‘a sickly rai 
**would hasten from in affright.’’ But the gallant 
correspondent does not confine himself to this source 
of objection alone. He says: 


# The great want of the Army is good quarters for officers and men 
In general, a casemate, or the gun-room, a cavern covered with 
twelve feet of earth, is assigned to an officer stationed at a permanent 
post. And, for fear that he might get too proud, a partition is built 
up in this, and those two or three rooms constitute his pro rata allow. 
ance—his “‘two rooms and a kitchen.’’” With this he is fain to rud 
along and hope for better days, as complaining might get him ordered 
to a frontier where he could not get even that, and thus he remaims 
silent, with the additional suffering that he rests under the imputa- 
tion of being satisfied. One of the late Army bills contemplated de- 
priving an officer of his fuel. There should have been an amend 
ment, “ provided the Government keep thé quarters dry and 
** habitable.”’ 


The remedy required would seem to be of a double 
sort. First, for the sake of both officers and wen, to 
make the barracks more comfortable, so that the 
Government lodgings may be worthy of the troops 
they accommodate. Second, to make such a fair system 
of commutation of quarters that, when officers are 
actually compelled to seek and furnish private quarters 
for themselves, they may have the benefit of so doing, 
to as great an extent as in the matter of rations.

While 
itis to be regretted that the Third District will not 
have the benefit of General THosas’ administrative 
ability and sturdy patriotism, yet it must be confessed 
that both in Kentucky and Tennessee, there is scope 
for those qualities. General PopE has experience in 
the government of Southern States. At the close of 
the war he had charge of the ‘‘ Department of the 
Missouri’? as then constituted, and, while his 
principal duties were connected, like his more recent 
ones, With the management of Indians, he had also 
some experience with ‘‘unreconstructed’’ gentry. 
fis correspondence with Judge BREWER on the 
subject of those ‘‘forty-nine Indian ponies,’ in 
August of 1865, will give some idea of the General's 
notions of the strictness of martial law, and the 
supremacy of military authority. 

As to the other four commanders, it is a good omen 
that they are not only men of stability, tact and 
thorough-going good sense, but that they have had, 
for many months, experience of the precise round of 
duties now required of them. They have long partially 
exercised exactly the same functions, in substantially 
the same region, and over the same people, as they are 
now exercising again. The only difference is that, 
whereas before they were continually thwarted by local 
and provisional authorities on the one hand, and by 
directions from Washington on the other, they will 
now have a firm basis of law to stand upon. Here is 
another good result of appointing these officers whom 
the PREsIDENT has selected. 

We need hardly add that the law will receive ample 
justice at the hands of these distinguished soldiers, 
without ever being taken as a shield for tyrannical 
abuse of power. Anticipating, to some extent, the 
possibility of these appointments, we took pains, two 
weeks ago, to call attention to the record of each of 
these four officers, on the subject of the governance of 
the South, together with that of some of their sub- 
ordinates. Reference to that article will save the 
need of putting down these records again. Enough 
to say that the great project of military reconstruction 
has been launched under most favorable auspices. 
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far Fenians have had their fling in Ireland, and 
the flurry is over. ‘lo say that the émeute was a dead 
failure is to describe it by the most delicate and 
charitable terms. For a fortnight the ocean cable 
made the record of ‘“‘the Fenian War”’ its chief 
business; there was a fight at Talaght, another at 
Kilmallock, a third at Killelogh, a fourth, fifth and 
sixth at Carysfort, Dromore and Holy Cross. Then 
came stories of other skirmishes at Kilfinan and 
Clonmel. The counties of Dublin, Down, Limerick, 
Clare and Mallow were overrun with insurgents, 
More ‘‘ Greek fire” was seized in Dublin. Conflagra- 
tions took place in the city and county of Limerick. 
1,500 Fenians menaced Tipperary. A policeman was 
killed in Cork. In fine, the cable told us no end of 
legends of what was going on in Ireland. 

Having thus electrified us with the insular news, 
the artful cable gave us to believe that it could a tale 
unfold of still intenser electrical excitement. But no 
sooner, next day, did it begin to uncoil the sequel of 
the history, than the failure of the whole affair was 
“parent. These reported battles were chiefly ‘‘ scrim- 
_ Mages” with the ‘‘ peelers ”—a national amusement 
in Ireland, which, if we may judge from last Monday, 
the frisky Fenians want to transplant to this country. 

armed police, the Coast Guard, and Sir Huan 
Rose's troops, fell upon the insurgents everywhere, 
and captured them by hundreds. " As nearly as we can 
make it out, the story sums up thus: The riots failed 
‘ustantly and utterly at every point; the Fenian loss 
Was about fifty killed and wounded, and five hundred 
“aptured, all told; the whole enterprise has flattened 
Sut. Even the occurrence of St. Patrick’s day, which 
had doubtless been counted on by the chiefs, to inflame 
insurrection, had no effect. 
' Whatever may be done across the water, we think 
befits any of our people to encourage a contest 
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which is clearly hopeless; especially those Congress- 
men who are adding fuel to the fire by their real or 
pretended avowal of sympathy in the cause. All men 
with generous impulses have sympathy with the 
suffering and the oppressed in Ireland. But it is quite 
another thing for us to advise hopeless insurrection, 
who have learned, in the last six years, what terrible 
fruits it brings forth. It is true that it does not lie in 
the mouth of England to reproach us with our sympa- 
thy for a people struggling toward republicanism, since 
her own was publicly and grossly given to the Rebel- 
lion of the slaveholders. But it isa poor statesman- 
ship which scores up old wrongs and resentments, so 
as to give tit for tat. We sympathize with Ireland as 
JouN Bricut and Jonn Sruart Mit sympathize 
with her. We believe such reformers as these will 
help Ireland, if the Fenians do not paralyze their 
efforts. To say that the present insurrection will, at 
all events, ameliorate Ireland’s condition, is idle 
assertion. Did the unsuccessful contest of the South 
help its cause? Has the South gained by the war? 
She has gained martial law in place of republican 
freedom, and has lost all else. 

While we do not imagine that either the Fenian 
movements or Congressional comments on them will 
disrupt our diplomatic relations with England, yet 
there is fear lest countenance may be given for a new 
invasion of Canada. It should seem as if the lessons 
of Campo Bello, St. Albans, and Limestone Ridge, 
ought to be amply instructive against a fresh effort to 
leap the Canada border. But no, the enthusiasts, 
the adventurers and the dupes are still strong in num- 
bers and confidence, and threaten another raid. 

Nor is the keeping up of the Fenian organization 
in America quite so harmless fun as people have 
hitherto imagined. The Irish are proverbially one of 
the bravest nations on the globe. But they are also 
proverbially reckless in the use of courage and 
strength. On St. Patrick’s Day, what with the in- 
spiration of the day, of the news from Ireland, and of 
the exciting fumes of whiskey, the combative spirit 
of the Fenians burst out, in New York, against the 
policemen, a score of whom they put hors de combat 
in a street-fight. It was, perhaps, a saved-up revenge 
on the old draft-riot score. But it was a brutal as- 
sault in any case, and it illustrates the danger that is 
run by having these irregular armed bodies in our 
large cities. 





In the issue of the Herald of the 20th inst., we 
find the following double-leaded editorial : 

Anotuer Borprrk War.—The Government is evidently in posses- 
sion of evidence sufficiently strong to warrant the belief that another 
attempt is about te be made by the Fenian organization to invade the 
Canadian provinces. Yesterday a force of United States Regulars, 
in numbers sufficient to load nine passenger cars, which would not be 
less than five or six hundred men, was dispatched over the Hudson 
River Railroad for Oswego, where they will probably remain until 
their services are required on the frontiers. This looks as if the 
Government is determined to again interfere for the preservation og 
our neutrality laws. 

The troops in question were a detachment of the 
Forty-second Infantry, which regiment has been 
ordered to relieve the companies of the Fourth 
Infantry, doing duty on our Northeastern frontier, as 
the latter regiment has been ordered West for duty in 
the contemplated expedition against the Indians. So 
much, then, for the grounds upon which the Herald 
concludes that the Government is about to interfere 
‘* for the preservation of our neutrality laws.”’ 

Ir is now nearly a year since the idea of a competi- 
tive drill was first broached to the National Guard in 
the columns of this paper. We publish in our Mili- 
tia Department this week an account of the first of 
these drills, wnich took place on last Wednesday at 
the armory of the Forty-seventh Regiment National 
Guard S. N. Y. The drill was a superior one, and 
entitles the regiment to a prominent position among 
the best regiments of New York, or even of the 
United States. 


We publish elsewhere the text of General Orders 
No. 25 from Headquarters Department of the Mis- 
souri, which contains the proceedings of a General 
Court-martial in a case which cannot fail to interest 
all our Army readers. 


Tur official Army Register, for 1866, is being prepared, 
although not yet ready. It may not be uninteresting to 
our readers to know that the last name in the list ahowing 
the lineal rank of the captains of infantry (No. 316), is Ne. 
286 in the new list. 
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A svrPLemzntaL reconstruction bill has finally passed 
both Houses. It is substantially the bill passed by the 
Senate, and was only agreed upon after a committee of con- 
ference. The 'point in dispute between the two Houses 
was settled in favor of the Senate, that a majority of the 
votes cast shall be sufficient for the ratification of a Consti- 
tution. An additional provision was inserted that Congress 
must be satisfied that all the registered voters had an op- 
portunity to vote freely and fairly without intimidation or 
fear, and that the Constitution meets'the approval of a ma- 
jority of the qualified voters. We shall hereafter give the . 
text of the bill. 

There is little else of interest to report. The Senate 
adopted a concurrent resolution, providing for the appoint- 
ment of a Joint Committee on Ordnance, to consist of three 
Senators and three Representatives, to which shall be re- 


ferred ail matters in relation to ordnance, ordnance stores, 
and small-arms, etc. ; 


In the House, a bill introduced by Mr. Dope, 
Iowa, to amend the act of April10, 1866, establishing rules 
and regulations for the government of the Army, was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Military Affairs, Also a bill in 
reference to goods furnished by sutlers to officers and aol- 
diers. A resolution introduced by Mr.‘ Burien, of Mass., 
authorizing the Secretary of War to turn over the United 
States property at Camp Chase, \Ohio, for the use of the 
National Asylum for disabled soldiers, was passed. On 
motion of Mr. Banxs, the Presipent was requested to 
communicate information as to the results of the late trials 
of citizens of the United States, in Canada, under charges 
of complicity in the so-called Fenian invasion of that Pro- 
vince. Also, the , latest official information received as to 
the withdrawal of the French troops from the Mexican 
Republic. 

A resolution was introduced by Mr. Bineuam, eutboriz. 
the members of |the last House Committee on Military 
Affairs who are members of the present House, to prosecute 
during the recess the investigation into the management and 
general administration of the West Point Military Acad- 
emy, which was ordered during the last session. Messrs 
Banks and Logan made a determined effort to have the 
Committee on Military Affairs appointed, but they were 
finally defeated after the Yeas and Nays had been twice 
taken. Mr. Logan proposed to refer to the Committee, 
when appointea, during the recess, the duty of inquiring, 
into the manner of procuring heavy ordnance for the 
United States service; the disbursement relating’thereto ; 
the quality of the rifle and smooth-bore guns heretofore in- 
troduced, and hereafter to be introduced, with power to 
send for persons and papers, and to employ a clerk, and 
directing the Secretary of War to cause experiments to be 
made, etc. This failing, he offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, requesting the Paesipgmt to inform the House as 
to the amount paid by the Government since April, 1861, 
for cannon, ordnance, projectiles and small-arms by the 
War and Navy Departments, as to contracts for the same, 
and as to whether officers of the Government are pecunia- 
rily interested in improvements, etc. 

Mr. Sravens read, or rather had read for him by the 
Clerk, his own strength failing, a characteristic speech in 
favor of confiscation. 

A bill was passed authorizing the Secretary of War to 
take possession of and pay for a portion of Long Island, 
Boston Marbor, for the erection of a fort.

The British Navy, at the commencement of 1812, ac- 
to the historian James, consisted of 236 ships of 
the line, of which 102 were in commission, and 649 frigates 
and smaller cruisers, of which 384 were in commission, 
and 83 troop and store vessels, etc., making a grand total 
of 968 vessels of all sorts, showing an aggregate tonnage 
of 826,100 tons, and manned by 113,600 seamen, and 
$1,400 marines. ‘ France,” says Cooper, “had no fleets 
to occupy this great marine ; Spain was detached from the 
alliance against England ; the North of Europe no longer 
required a force to watch it, and Great Britain might at 
once direct toward the American coast as many ships as 
the nature of the war could possibly demand. Not only 
was the marine of Great Britain much the most powerful 
of any in the world, but it was more powerful than those 
of all the rest of Christendom united. In addition to her 
vast superiority in ships, Great Britain possessed her islands 
in the West Indies, Bermuda and Halifax, as ports of re- 
fitting, and places of refuge for prizes.

In 1813, six new sloops were added to the Navy, and one 
of these was called the Wasp, and another the Frolic, in 
commemoration of the victory of the one, and the capture 
of the other, before both were taken by the Poictiers, Un 
the lst of May, 1814, she sailed from Portsmouth, N. H., 
and after a series of brilliant successes, under the com- 
mand of Captain Blakely, probably foundered at sea. She 
was last heard from on October 9, 1814, in latitude 38°35 
north, and longitude 3010 west. It is said two English 
frigates an American sloop-of-war off our southern 
coast about the time the Wasp ought to have arrived, and 
that the three ships were struck by a heavy squall, in 
which the sloop-of-war suddenly disappeared. The name 
has been recently restored to our Navy list—a captured 
blockade runner—a paddle-wheel steamer of 520 tons, hav- 
ing been re-named the Wasp, and at present attached to the 
South Atlantic Squadron. 

The Essex was sold at auction by the British Admiralty, 
in 1837, and broken up. 

The Chesapeake was broken up by order of the British 
Admiralty, at Portsmouth, England, Dock-yard, in 
1840, and portions of her timber were employed in the 
construction of a corn mill at Wickham, near Portsmouth.

Secretary McCulloch has issued the following circular 


to collectors : 
TreEAsuRY DEPARTMENT, 
Wasuinoton, D. C., March 7, 1867. 

Str :—Congress, at its last session, having provided by 
act entitled “‘ An Act to fix the compensation of the officers 
of the Revenue Cutter service, and for other purposes,” 
for an increase of the present rate of pay of the officers ot 
this service, you are hereby authorized to pay these officers 
from and after the 3lst of December last, at which time 
this law became operative, as follows, namely ; 

Duty Pay—Captains, twenty-five hundred dollars per 
annum ; First Lieutenants and Chief Engineers, eighteen 
hundred dollars per annum ; Second Lieutenants and First 
Assistant Engineers, fifteen hundred dollars per annum ; 
Third Lieutenants and Second Assistant Engineers, twelve 
hundred dollars per annum. 

Pay on Leave of Absence or while Waiting Orders— 
Captains, eighteen hundred dollars per annum; First Lieu- 
tenants and Chief Engineers, fifteen hundred dollars per 
annum ; Second Lieutenants and First Assistant Engineers, 
twelve hundred dollars per annum ; Third Lieutenants and 
Second Assistant Engineers, nine hundred dollars per 
annum. 

It is further enacted that from and after the date before 
mentioned, the officers while on duty shall be entitled to 
one Navy ration per day. 

As the increased compensation of the above-mentioned 
officers takes effect with the lst of Jan last, you will, 
in making your monthly estimates to the Commissioner of 
Customs oe the compensation of officers at your port for 
the current month, estimate for a sufficient sum to meet 
the increased pay due them from the Ist of January last, 
and monthly thereafter for the entire compensation for such 
month.

MILITIA ITEMS. 


THE FIRST COMPE!ITIVE DRILL. 

For some time we have been urging upon the members of the Na- 
tional Guard the decided advantages to be derived from friendly con- 
teste of skill between different regiments or between the companies 
of the same regiment. Our plan was at once adopted by several 
company commanders, who accordingly issued challenges. Among 
others, Colonel J. V. Meserole, of the Forty-seventh regiment, who 
is always alive to anything which may benefit his command, caught 
at the idea, and arranged a competitive drill between the right and 
left wings of his regiment. This drill came off at the regimental 
armory, on the 20th inst., and more than satisfied our expectations, 
while we believe that both officers and men were surprised to see how 
they excelled themselves. Long before the hour for the commence- 
ment of the drill the portion of the drill room set apart for spectators 
was crowded to its fullest extent bythe lady and gentleman friends 
of the regiment. 

Previous to the competition the entire regiment went through the 
ceremony of a dress parade. As the eight companies composing the 
battalion were each something over twenty files strong, the line when 
formed made almost four sides of aequare. The parade was gone 
through with in good style, and the men evinced that steadiness in 
the ranks which they maintained throughout the entire drill. After 
@ short march of the entire battalion by the flank, the left wing was 
halted and ordered to stand at rest while the right wing was drilled. 
Before the commencement of the drill proper, the files of the compa- 
nies were equalized to ten each, as it was found that the limited space 
would not admit of a larger number. The movements in which the 
wings were exercised were the same, and included the manual, 
marching, the right about, ploying and deploying, the countermarch, 
om the right by file into line, marching by company and division 
fronts, and wheeling from a halt and marching. The manual of the 
right wing was excellent, although we noticed that the captain of the 
third company lowered his sabre at the command “‘ present arms.’’ 
The movements of the right wing were executed in a superior man- 
mer, and made us think that the left wing would have to do well to 
beat them. 

After the right wing had gone through the above movements, with 
the exception of wheeling on the march, they were brought to a halt 
and a rest, and the drill of the left wing began. At the commence- 
ment of the dvill of this wing, the men appeared a trifle unsteady, 
and we noticed that the second lieutenant of the second company 
had not drawn his sword when he passed us. The second lieutenant 
of the third company talked too much to his men. However, the 
men grew steadier as the drill progressed, and were so nearly equa) 
te the right wing that we began to think that it would be impossible 
te decide between them. The wheeling on the march of the left 
wing was not up to the rest of their movements, as the pivot men 
were compelled to march backward instead of taking the nine-inch 
step as they could have done had the guides stepped out. We now 
felt a strong desire to see the right wing execute this movement, 

which the Colonel immediately—as if anticipating our desire—gave 
us an opportunity of doing. The companies of the right wing made 
splendid wheels, and preserved their distances exactly. It may be 
well here to mention that the second company of the left wing wheeled 
better than any other company of that wing. 

After the right wing had finished wheeling, the entire battalion was 
formed in column of divisions, and a square was formed. In march- 
ing the square by the various fronts, the commanding officer of the 
first front should have remained inside of the square. The officer 
commanding the second front, who belonged to the left wing, did not 
wait for the Colonel to give the command march when the square 
was moved by the fourth front. 

As the Colonel has left to us the decision as to the comparative ex- 
ceilence of the wings, we decide, inasmuch as the two wings were 
nearly equal in every respect, and the wheeling of the right wing ex- 
ealled that of the left, that the right wing is entitled to the credit of 
having won. 

The drill, in every respect, was all that could have been desired, 
and we congratulate Colonel Meserole and his regiment upon the 
Mag&ly creditable way in Which the drill went of, and also upon the 
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eclat with which they have inaugurated competitive drills in the New 
York National Guard. All honor to the right wing of the Forty- 
seventh regiment, the victors of the first competitive drill and the 
champions of the New York National Guard. If any one disputes 
our assertion, let him prove that we are in error. 

After the conclusion of the drill, the floor was cleared for dancing, 
and the rest of the evening was given up to a social entertainment. 
We may have again occasion to allude to this drill, of which we have 
much to say, although we have been compelled to take a somewhat 
cursory view of it. 

As this competitive drill had such an improving influence in the 
drill and steadiness of the Forty-seventh, we believe in competitive 
drills more than ever.

Drite or THe Tarp Reotment.—A drill of this regiment (Ben- 
dix Zouaves) took place at the State Arsenal, Seventh avenue, on 
Tuesday evening, the 19th inst.

The line was formed at half-past eight, 
but there was too much delay in the formation. We werasorry toses 
some of the captains marching their companies about to no purpose 
while the line was forming. We have noticed this practice in several 
of the regiments of the First division, although it is all wrong. 
Again, one captain marched his company across the entire front of 
the regiment, from the right to his position on the left. If this was 
necessary he should have marched in rear, not in front, of the line. 
Neither the right or left general guide wore turbans, and the left 
guide—wholwas anything but a soldierly-looking person—did not wear 
gaiters. In breaking from line into column each officer gave the 
command support arms, as if it were a successive formation, which 
itisnot. After the regiment was formed into column of compa- 
nies, it was ployed in mass on the tenth company, and then formed 
into division. The column while thus closed was marched about the 
room, the change of direction being effected by the command, “‘ Head 
of column to the left.”” When a battalion is formed in column of 
divisions closed in mass, and it is desired to change direction to the 
right or left, the command should be: 1. Battalion right (or left) 
wheel. 2. March. 

Several of the officers needed much instruction in the manual o/ 
the sabre, and we noticed that one officer’s sword was wrenched out 
of his hand by the point sticking in the floor. We think the Majoz 
was rather careless in posting markers, and we do not wonder that 
the guides sometimes made mistakes, for it is not so easy to occupy & 
position rapidly which has been merely indicated by the point of the 
sword being stuck in the ground. 

We are thus particular in speaking of some of the mistakes we 
noticed because we have frequently had occasion to praise the Third 
regiment, and because we do not think it has made the improvement 
we expected it would have by this time. It is but just, however, to 
mention that General Bendix was laboring under a severe cold, and 
was not, therefore, able to conduct the drill with that precision which 
he usually does. Quite a number of his men have, doubtless, a very 
erroneous idea of what a Zouave should be, and the General is 
doing all that could be expected of him. 


Daitt or THE Turety-seventH Reocruent.—A battalion drill of 
this regiment took place at the State Arsenal, Thirty-fifth street, o0

Str :—In order to remove any misunderstanding that may exist in 
reference to the challenge issued by the Twelfth regiment Drum 
Corps, dated Murch 7th, I desire to state that, previous to the publi- 
cation of the same, I gave Drum-Major Hill the liberty of reading it, 
and he suggested that we have a competitive trial of skill between the 
Twelfth and Thirty-seventh regiments Drum Corps within six 
months, and I agreed.

Mruirary Batits.—Company D, First battalion Cavalry, closed a 
series of assemblies by a soiree at Minot Hall, Boston, on Monday 
evening, llth instant.

P. Jordan was floor director, assisted by a 
full corps of aids. Music was furnished by the Germania Band of 
Boston. Many officers connected with the regiment were present. 
Company D is composed of a fine body of very young men and is 
rapidly gaining an enviable reputation. We would suggest to Cap- 
tain Jordan not to be too sanguine in his expectations, for it is very 
evident that much hard work must yet be done before his command 
can hope to reach that state of perfection at which the captain aims. 
It can be done, but will taketime. We trust that the suggestion will 
be received by Captain Jordan in the same spirit that we make it. 

Nixtnx Reoment, Bosron.—Adjutant Bernard F. Finan has been 
commissioned captain of Company F. This promotion is a loss to the 
regimental staff and a gain by the company; for Adjutant Finan 
ranks high as,a good officer in the estimation of those who know him.

was in command. The regiment numbered less than 300 muskets. 
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We feel sorry to be ebliged to make a statement of facts whieh are 
damaging to the good reputation of the regiment. Early in the fore- 
noon we met a second lieutenant of the Ninth proeeeding up Wash- 
ington Street. The peculiar dress he wore attracted our attention, 
and for the benefit of those officers who delight in appearing ludicrous 
we will describe it: black pants, a uniform coat with shoulder straps, 
no belt, sword or sash, no overcoat, an old style of black beaver hat. 
Does this officer have any pride in his regiment ? 

The streets were in bad condition for marching in consequence ef a 
heavy fall of snow the day previous, which can hardly be an excuse 
for the poor appearance made by the Ninth. The reception of the 
colors by Company D, Captain Scanlan, at the regimental headquar- 
ters, No. 6 Tremont street, was not well done. During the march 
not a field or staff officer, with exception of the colonel, was in hi® 
proper position. Four companies, and most of the officers did not 
wear overcoats. Some of the men without overcoats did not wear 
scales. A member of Company H was allowed to parade wearing a 
very loud style of check pants. The arms were carried miserably. 
Distances between companies poorly maintained. <A great amount of 
straggling from the ranks was observable. Orders were constantly 
disobeyed. At one time, when on the march, we noticed some men 
in the ranks eating oranges, and one officer smoking a cigar. The 
drum corps was unworthy of the name and the regimental band was 
badly uniformed and made up. The appearance made by the regi- 
ment when marching up State street was bad in the extreme. These 
observations may appear severe, but they are true. The Ninth hes 
had no battalion drills this Winter, which may in some measure 
account for a few of these irregularities. We had been led to expect 
better things of the Ninth, but this parade has shaken our confidences 
in the belief that it would be the crack regiment of Massachusetts. 
Another such parade would damage the reputation of the regiment 
still more severely. 


Tue Massacnusetts Mruir1a.—We have received the followin’ 
letter from a correspondent in Boston in answer to some inquiries we 
made of him : 


It is the custom here to drill most of the companies in citizens’ 
dress. Inthe Seventh regiment they used to oblige every man to 
wear his uniform on dril], but that has now been abandoned. I have 
been among all the organizations compotne, Se First brigade, that 
are located in this vicinity, more or less during the Winter, and have 
conversed much with officers and men. I must say that I have been 
a great deal surprised at finding so little pride taken in the regimen- 
tal organizations. There are some few companies that can be classed 
as No.1. Their officers are smart and active. But the greater num- 
ber of companies are poor. The rank and file is mostly amen of 
young fellows who, as yet, fail to understand that upon their good 
behavior depends the amount of public support they will reeeive. 
There is a don’t care sort of feeling pervading the ay that is 
really too bad. I think the officers ly to blame. y of them 
have no administrative ability, and do not understand human na- 
ture. Now,I seldom have seen an officer who, when on duty, 
made hiscommand understand that he allowed no trifling with his 
authority, but when not on duty was a genial companion, but what 
had a prime, good company, and whose men liked him. Officers are 
apt to be too afraid of their popularity, to insist upon the proper 
discharge of military duty. There have been no battaiion drills (out- 
side the Second regiment) by any regiment in this State during the 
Winter. The field and staff of all regiments, but the Ninth, have 
been seldom seen at the armories.. There are companies in the First 
that are going to ruin, but the Colonel does not exert himeelf in the 
least to keep them alive. I would be willing to make a bet that he 
is ignorant of the fact. When parades are made in this pr ya daily 
press is in the habit of lauding the organizations to the skies, and one 
would think to read their notices that no such Militia existed in the 
United States. Now the truth is, there is vast room for improve- 
ment. Some parades have been made which positively excited the 
merriment of the people on Dey sidewalks. ee caer om 5 - 
ment made a most disgraceful appearance, for a m y- 
article in one of your late issues on the subject of the notices that 
the daily press have been accustomed to make in relation to mili 
parades pleased me very much. It hit the truth on the head. 
think, on the whole, we are improving here. Your accounts of drills 
of regiments in your city apply with mp force to regiments here. 
I have noticed the Jounnat in most of the armories. I did intend 
to give you a detailed statement of what I thought of ——- organisa- 
tion im this city, from observations made personally, and may do so 
at some future time. 

I have strong hopes, that eventually we shall succeed in working 
up a pride in the Militiamen that will serve as a basis for gradually 
working up esprit de in each separate organization. Some very 
unpleasant truths will have to be told in the mean time, however. 

Just now we are having an exciting time in reorganizing the First 
battery. There isa strong party of North End roughs in the bat- 
tery who have nearly succeeded in defying all authority and doin 
about as they ple: . We have now got the upper hand, and inten 
to “‘ purify” it with dispatch.

Enlisted in Company C, Seventh U. S. In- 
fantry, the 7th of November, 1837; reénlisted 
in Company E, Seventh U. 8.

From information received by the military 
authorities of this city, they were induced 
yesterday to examine the cellar of a house 
in Legare street, ocoupied at the commence- 
ment of the war by the late Jacob K. Sass, 
Esq., in the hope of discovering the body of 
a United States officer, supposed to have 
been buried there. A visit was last made to 
this house by two United States officers, and 
the ladies of the family having communicated 
this circumstance to the Mayor, he communi- 
cated with the commanding officer, who fur- 
nished him with the authority for supposing 
that a body had been interred on the premi- 
ses. 

The search commenced, and after digging in 
the cellar to the depth of three feet, the body 
of Lieutenant Edwin Reade, of the Third 
Ohio regiment, was disinterred. It was in- 
closed in a coarse cloth, and, singular to state, 
although it had remained under ground for 
nearly three years, the decomposition was but 
slight, and the remains were easily identified. 
It appeared that the deceased had been con- 
fined during the seige in the white house at 
the west end of Broad street, as a prisoner of 
war, in company with General Seymour and 
others, about two hundred in all. He had 
escaped from this place, and had been con- 
cealed by some negroes on the premises in 
e street. While at this retreat he died, 
and the negroes, fearing detection, buried the 
body in the cellar, and having no coffin, 
wrapped it in a cloth. 

After the evacuation nothing was heard 
about Lieutenant Reade, and these facts have 
only recently come to light ; the negroes who 
had thus buried him having left the city with 
their masters. The body was removed to the 
dead room at the Roper Hospital, where it 
will remain until it can receive proper sepul- 
ture. 

Although the circumstances of this case 
may appear singular, yet we learn that it is 
by no means the first of its kind—at least six 
bodies having been found in different parts of 
the city since the surrender. These had all 
been buried under similar circumstances, and 
their recovery is mainly due to the circulars 
describing the missing men, that have been 
read in the different colored churches by their 
pastors. The negroes who officiated on these 
occasions gladly gave whatever information 
they possessed, and by this means the resting 
place of many of the heretofore unknown 
dead has been discovered.—Charleston News.

The figure is about 
twelve inches high, and represents one of our 
emaciated suldiers at Andersonville pierced by 
a bullet for crossing the dead line while read- 
ing aletter from his wife. The figure repre- 
sents the soldier at the moment of receiving 
his death wound, and is falling, having dropped 
the coveted letter from his left hand, while 
with the right he tries unsuccessfully, by rea- 
son of weakness, to reach the wound in his 
breast. The design was suggested by the fol- 
lowing facts: A soldier, who had been in the 
Andersonville prison pen until reason had al- 
most left its throne, and was constantly talk- 
ing to himself of Mary (his = aaa children, 
hearing one day that a mail from the North 
had arrived, eagerly asked if there was a letter 
from “Mary.” The guard said there was a 
letter for him, but he could not have it with- 
out first paying the postage. Having no 
money he turned away in despair; but re- 
membering that they had taken all of his 
money, when brought to thd pen, he told them 
to take the whole and give him the letter, 
which wasdone. Tearing it open, he com- 
menced reading while i , and ac- 
cidently got his head over “ dead line,” 
when a sentinel shot him dead.— Chronicle.
